Raps Law-Making Method*. 
Incidentally Justice Marshall airs 
his 
views on recent ' methods em- 
ployed in making laws. He points out 
that the "recount" statute is thrust 
into a complete statute making th« 
result of the provisions uncertain. 
"The 
method 
indicated of con- 
structive work is of modern use so 
far as this state is concerned," says 
the opinion of Justice "Marshall. "To 
thrust an important provision with 
many details into an existing statu- 
tory system for dealing in the entirety 
with a basic part of 'state organiza- 
tion,—no express regard being paid in 
the body ot the new creation to incon- 
sistencies between it and the latter 
and spirit of the context and without 
any repealing clause—would natural- 
ly lead to such confusion as we have 
now to deal with. An abandonment 
of the method would promote certain- 
ty, lessen litigation growing out of 
ambiguities and incongruities in legis- 
lative enactments, promote discovery 
of legislative intention, and 
lessen 
danger of such intention failing or be- 
ing more or less involved in obscur- 
ity." 


Earlier in the opinion Justice Mar- 
shall points out that under the pres- 
ent system of making laws 
incon- 
sistencies naturally arise. He said 
that it was for this reason to get a 
construction of uncertain laws that 
courts were created. He says that in 
recent years the necessity ot regula- 
tion has increased and has beeii vital- 
ized by a mass of legislation. 
Puta Burden on Court*. 
"The necessity for activity of that 
(court) power has grown very much, 
in recent years," comments Justice 
Marshall "as the apparent and real 
necessity for regulation of things has 
been vitalized by a rapidlv increasing 
mass of legislation, and perhaps by 
methods which have been very deter- 
rent of. individual .study of 
enact- 
ments by those responsible for.their 
appearing on the statute books."x 
Although Justices Winslow 
and 
Barnes dissented .at the. time that the 
memorandum was filed and the' order 
of mandamus to send in the returns 
were Issued in the United States sen- 
atorial election controversy, neither 
has filed an opinion giving the views 
of the minority of the court in this 
case. 
Justice Marshall's ' reasoning
